SECOND EXHIBITION OF THE PRIZE FUND 
OF AMERICAN PAINTINGS, 


The Most Important Exhibition of American 
Pictures Yet Held—Four Prizes, of $2,000 
Each, Given to Pictures by F. D. Millet, C. 
. Ulrich, O. F. Grayson and R. . Sim- 
mons—New York, Washington and Louis- 
ville Awarded the Prise Canvases ~The 
Works Described.

New Tonk, May 8.—The last notable picture 
exhibition of the present art year, the Second 
Prize Fund of American Paintings, which will 
open tothe public at the American Art Gail- 
leries this morning, is, with the single exeep- 
tion of the one of Mrs. Morgan’s pictures, last 
February, the most importantart exhibition 
that has been held, not only in New York, but 
in America, during the present art season 
now drawing to a close. This may seem high 
praise to bestow upon any one display of pic- 
tures atthe end of a season so prolific as this 
has been in art exhibitions of unusual note and 
interest, but this praise must be awarded, be- 
cause in ita high artistic standard of merit, 
the Prize Fund display of this year is both a 
most encouraging exemplification of the posi- 
tion which American art has gained and the 
advance it has made and is also a most hopeful 
indication of its future. 

The scheme of a prize fund to encourage 
American.art and artists was devised by sev- 
eral prominent art connoisseurs in New York, 
two years ago. It was then deeided to cali for 
contributions from the leading cities of the 
country to a fund which should enable a com- 
mittee, duly chosen by the subscribers to this 
fund from among their number, to award at 
least four prizes of $2,500 each to four pictures 
selected by it, as the best and most thoroughly 
representative of American art in a competi- 
tive exhibition held for the purpose.

dition from neglect, but the doctor is copfi-

right. A man giving his name as Thomas 
Bishop, who claims to be a cabinetmaker, 
was found limping around the streets 
yesterday, and was taken to the Twelfth 
Street Station, He was wounded in the leg. 
He finally admitted that he was presant dur- 
ing the riot on Randolph and Desplaines 
streets. At first he claimed that a dog bit 
him. He refused to give his address. Mrs, 
Green of No. 20 North Desplaines street says 
that soon after the bomb exploded Tuesday 
night, about fifty men forced their way into 
her house and hid themselves. One man 
stood guard and threatened to kill her if she 
notified the police of their presence. Anoth- 
er, she says, rushed up the stairs and threw a 
revoiver and a box of cartridges into the hall, 
saying he would call for them Sunday.

In the room, which they jointly occupied, 
were found a musket, four large revolvers, a 
large number of cartridges, two dirks, some 
lead and bullets, and about two pounds of 
material ready for making small dynamite 
bombs, which are thrown like a torpedo, and 
ifexploded close to a person will annihilate 
him.

Her 
Roumelian scheme did not work to suit 
her, but it paved the way for putting 
Greece forward with a demand for a fur- 
ther readjustment of Turkish territory, 
more fighting, more conferences end a 
new settlement of the Eastern question, 
There is always a good deal of masquerad- 
ing all around the table whenever that 
question is sprung in a new shape, and 
every warlike collision growing out of it 
produces new complications, and no man 
can tell how many new combatants each 
new battle may involve in the strife. It 
is known that mighty armies in Southern 
Russia are prepared for some great 
movement. The first serious battle on 
the Greek frontier may disclose the mean- 
ing of this and involve sev eral more Pow- 
ers in war. 


Tux muse of military history has again 
relieved the dullness of the House of 
Representatives.

Mr, JomNnsTon acknowl- 
edged the capture, but denied the alleged 
drilling under Gen. Wolford’s directions. 
Thus the heroic aspect of the combat 
melted away under BRaGce’s court-room 
style of cross-examination. Mr. JOHN- 
STON extricated himself from the situation 
with a parting shot at Gen, WoLrorD, who 
was present: In that battle,“ said Mr, 
JomnsTon, we were subjected to many 
“humiliations, but no humiliation so great | 
‘‘as to be drilled by the gentleman from 
Kentucky. This called for an explana- 
tion from Gen, WoLFoRD, who remarked; 
„Some of the cavalry that ran away 
“at Richmond were sent to me, not 
to be drilled, but to be disciplined,” It 
will be seen that the defeated troops were 
“diseiplined,”’. mot ‘*‘drilled,’” by Gen, 
Worrorp. This shedsa flood of light on 
the sybject, and explains everything.

Jack Fogarty Turns the Tables on Joe Ilings- 
worth—Hod-Carrier Smith Saccumbs to 
Jack Fallon—The Miitchell-Sullivan Fight—

PHILADELPHIA, May 7.—I saw the four-round 
glove fight between Jack Fogarty and Joe 
Illingsworth in OClarendon Halt, New York, 
Monday night, and I must confess that I was a 
good deal disappointed in Illingsworth. Iam 
acquainted with some of his relatives and 1 
had been led by them to believe that he was a 
terror, a little short of Sullivan himself; in 
fact, the Sullivan of his class, The manner in 
which he defeated all the amateurs he met 
impressed ina with the belief that these stories 
had a fair foundation in fact.

nese home as it really is, and it 
must be owned that ft does the 
work very thoroughly and completely. With 
us profuse illustrations, minuteness of detail, 
and careful, thorough delineation of a people 
as different from ourselves as one human 
being can be from another, and yet connected 
with us dy the closest ties of interest and 
diplomacy, itis difficultto conceive of any- 
thing which could be added to complete the 
description, or which could possibly be of 
greater interest to an English-speaking na- 
tion in the present stage of our relations with 
the East. 

After all that we have seen and heard of 
Japan, Japanese utensfis and objects of art, it 
must be owned thatthe home is the place to 
which one must go to studythe habits ofa 
nation,and it is not until we reach Mr.Morse’s 
interesting description of these funny litttle 
pig-tailed beings, who must be surely one 
step lower on the ladder of evolution than 
ourselves, that we can in any sense be said to 
be ‘‘at home’’ with them. 

A traveler in Japan must feel something like 
one of those people we read of in old fairy 
tales, who were picked up by invisible genii, 
and, after being carried hundreds of miles 
through the air, were deposited in sonie 
strange eity at the other end of the world. 
In fact, the whole story of ‘‘ Japanese Homes’’ 
reads more like a fairy tale than reality, and 
the pictures are just such as wo should expect 
to find ina book by the author of Alice in 
Wonderland’’ or the ‘‘Arabian Nights.’’ 

It is a curious sight to look overa vast 
city of nearly a million inhabitants and detect 
no chimney with its home-like wreath of blue 
smoke. There is, of course, no church spire, 
and the resultis rathera dead level. With 
the absence of chimneys andthe almost uni- 
versal use of charcoal for heating purposes, 
the citics have an atmosphere of remarkable 
clearness and purity; so clear, indeed, is the 
atmosphere that one may look over the city 
and see distinctly revealed the minutest de- 
tails of the landscape beyond. The great sun- 
obscuring canopy of smokeand fumes that 
forever shroud some of our great cities isa 
feature happlly unknown in Japan. 


The first sight of a Japanese house Is dis- 
sprees from the infinite variety and 
charming character of their various works of 
art as we had seen them at home; we were an- 
ticipating new delights and surprisesin the 
character of the house; nor were we on more 
intimate acquaintance to be disappointed. As 
an American, familiar with houses of 
certain types, with conditions among 
them sign fying verty and tzhiftlessness, 
and other conditions signifying refinement 
and wealth, we were not competent to judge 
the relative merits of a Japanese house. * * * 
An American finds it difficult to consider such 
a structure as a dwelling, when so many feat- 
ures are absent that go to make up a dwellin 
at home—no doors or windows, such as he ha 
been familiar with; no attic or cellar; no 
chimneys within; no firepiace,and, of course, 
no customary mantel; no 2 in- 
closed rooms; and as for furniture, no beds or 
tables, chairs or similar articles—at least 80 it 
appears on first sight. 


BIYO-BU, OR FOLDING SCREEN. 

One of the principal differences between the 
Japanese mansion and that of Western civil- 
ization is the absence of permanent parti- 
tions dividing rooms from one another. Their 
place is taken by slight sliding screens, which 
runin appropriate grooves on the floor and 
overhead. The screens may be opened by 
throwing them back, or they may be entirely 
removed, thus throwing a number of rooms 
into one great apartment. In the same way 
the whole side of a house may be flung open to 
sunlightand air. The windows are simply 
sheets of white paper, allowing a subdued light 
to be diffused through the house.

Straw mats, two or three inches in thickness, 
cover the floors completely. The rooms, if 
named after our nomenclature, would be as 
follows: Study, library, parlor, sitting-room, 
dining-room, bed-room, servants’ room and 
kitchen. As no room contains any article of 
furniture like a bedstead—the bed consisting 
of wadded comforters, being made up tempo- 
rarily upon the soft mats—it is obvious that 
the bed-rugtcan be placed in any room in the 
house. The absence of nearly all furniture 
gives one an uninterrupted sweep of the floor, 
80 that the entire floor can be covered with 
sleepers, if necessary—a great convenience cer- 
tainly when one has to entertain unexpectedly 
alarge crowd of guests. Certain closets are 
used as receptacles for the comforters, where 
they are stowed away during the day-time. 

From the nature of the soft-matted floors, 
shoes are never worn indoors, the Japanese 
invariably leaving their wooden clogs outside 
thehouse. The nature of the mats affords 
abundant hiding-place for fleas, which are 
the unmitigated misery of foreigners who 
travel in Japan; though this annoyance is gen- 
erally absent in private houses of the better 
classes, as ig the case with similar pests in our 
country. 


CURTAIN SCREEN. 

Upon their mats the people eat, sleep, and 
dle; they representthe bed, chair, lounge and 
sometimes table combined. * * The posi- 
tion is so painful toaforeigner that it is only 
with a great deal of practice he can become 
accustomed to it. Even the Japanese who 
have been abroad for several years find it ex- 
cessively difficult and painful to resume this 
habit. In this attitude the Japanese receive 
theircompany. Hand-shaking is unknown, 
but bows of various degrees of profundity 
are made by placing the hands together upon 
the mats and bowing until the head some- 
times touches the hands. In this ceremony 
the back is kept parallel with the floor, or 
hearly so. At meal times the food is served in 
lacguer and porcelain dishes on lacquer rays, 
placed upon the floor in front of the kneeling 
mys and in this position the repast is 

en. 


PILLOW IN COMMON USE. 

Matting is rather expensive in the East, a 
mat of good quality averaging three or four 
dollars, or even a higher price. The poorest 
mats cost from sixty to eighty cents apiece, 
and the matting for an entire house of nine or 
ten rooms would average fifty dollars. The 
screens in ordinary use are just such as we are 
accustomed to see in this country, with from 
six to ten panels. In the wealthier houses 
they are marvels of decorative painting, with 
the gold leat sothick on some of the older 
ones that the sacrilege has often been commit- 
ted of destroying them for the gold contained 
on their surfaces. 

The six-panelled gold screen is beyond all 
question the richest object of household use 
ever devised. There certainly is no other 
device in which so many decorative arts are 
called into play. The rich Jacquered frame, 
the wrought metallic mountings, the border 
of gold brocade for the artist’s brush (for 
when both sides of a six-foot screen are de- 
corated an area is obtainea — five feet in 
—— and twenty- four in length) give great 
variety for richness of adornment. While the 
front of the screen may have a broad land- 
scape, the back may be sim 7? os gold 
surface, or have some sketchi ouches of 
bamboo, pine, etc., in black. The rich dead 
gold-leaf with which it is gilded softens the 
refiections, and gives a warm, radiant tone to 
the light, while its adjustable nature permits 
it to display its painting in eve ight. We 
refer now, of course, to the genuine old-gold 
screens which come in sets of two. One pos- 
sessing aset of these screens may consider 
himselt fortunate. 

Another form of screen is the curtain screen, 
consisting of a lacquered stand, from which 
spring two upright rods, which in turn sup- 
port a tranverse bar not unlike some forms of 
towel racks; dependent from this ts a curtain 
of cloth, which is long enough to sweep the 
floor. These curtains are seen in doorways 
and passage-ways at the entrance to the 
kitchen, and also to screen closet-liké re- 
cesses. There are several other forms of 
ecroens and curtains, but the above described 


are those most in common use.

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At night the bed is made right upon the

circumscribed area of any kind upon or with- 
in which the bed is placed. There are no 
sheets, a luxury which the traveler is apt to 
miss, although the clean nightdress provided 
in some respect answers the purpose. The 
pillow is generally a light closed wooden box, 
as under, with a bottom elther flat or slightly 
convex. On the top of this box is se- 
cured a small cylindrically shaped cushion 
stuffed with buckwheat hulls. This cushion 
is tied tothe box and the same string that 
holds it in place also secures the pillowcase, 
which is simply a sheet of soft paper folded 
several times, as shown in the figure here 
given. Porcelain pillows are also seen, but 
rarely, and some are made of basket-work. 
Some of these pillows are in the shape of a 
traveling casein the form of a box to open, 
and containing drawers and spaces for paper 
lantern, matches, mirror, comb, and various 
articles of the toilet. 


To a foreigner, until he becomes accus- 
tomed to it, the Japanese pillow seems ex- 
cecdingly awkward, and his first experience 
with it results In a stiff neck the next mora- 
ing, and atintervals during the night he has 
the sensation that he is falling out of bed, for 
any freedom of movement of the head re- 
suits in its downfall from the pillow. Getting 
used to it, however, one recognizes that this 
pow has its good points; the neck 
s kept free for the air to circulate beneath and 
the head kept cool. This peculiar 
form of pillow wasa necessity forthe Japan- 
ese so long as the hair was done up in the 
rigid queue, and is still a necessity for women 
with their method of bair dressing, but with 
the general abandonment of the queue on the 
part of the men a few of them are resortin 
to head-rests more like our pillows, tho 
much smaller and harder, and on the Whole 1 
1 many find this substitute more com- 
Ortable. 


The openness and accessibility of the Japan - 
ese house are a distinguishing feature of Japan, 
and no foreigner visits that country without 
bringing away delightful memories of the pe- 
culiarly characteristic dwellings of the Japan- 
ese. Their houses, with their apparently 
meagre arrangements, would not suit Ameri- 
cans, but they suit the Japanese admirably, 
and it is to be regretted that in the march of 
civilization their picturesque and truly artistic 
dwelling will probably be changed for the more 
solid and substantial arrangements considered 
necessary to Western comfort,

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„rhe Rallways and the Repubiic’’ is the 
title ot a book of 479 pages in which Mr. James 
. Hudson tells the story of the great modern 
carrier which has done so much for mankind 
and for the development of this country.For all 
the good it has done or may do, full credit is 
awarded in this volume, which is written in 
no spirit of enmity to the policy of liberally 
fostering railway enterprises as the indis- 
Pensable handmaids of industry and com- 
merce. Butitalso presents the dark side of 
the record and telis the story of great privileges 
and public trusts outrageously abused by the 
corporations to which they were confided for 
the public good; of corporations that have 
burst through all restraints of their charters 
and usurped over men-and States, over in- 
austry, commerce and politics a domineering 
power groater than is entrusted to the peo- 

le’s Own government. The public and pri- 

ate wrongs springing out of this state of 
affairs,the dangers with which they menace our 
system of government and the means by which 
evil tendencies may be expurgated or re- 
stricted without crippling railway enterprise, 
and with positive benefit to all concerned, in- 
cluding railway investors, are the matters 
discussed, and very candidly, carefully and 
ably discussed in this book. 

Under laws and uniform judicial decisions 
declaring railways public highways and rall - 
way corporations public agents bound to ren- 
der impartial service to all comers alike and 
without discrimination or discriminating de- 
vices or unreasonable charges, the railroads 
have usurped and exercised the power to do 
all these things; have made themselves the 
dictators of success or failure to rival com- 
petitors in business or rival towns and trading 
points, They have combined to control com- 
merce and industry by enforcing their 
own illegal edicts in restraint of trade, 
in derogation of individuat rights, 
in Fiolation of natural laws. And 
by thus neutralizing natural advantages and 
resources in particular places, and by special 
arrangements distorting the conditions of suc- 
cessful enterprise, they have destroyed whole 
groups of independent competitors, created 
and maintained gigantic monopolies, acquired 
a despotic control over business and business 
men, and utterly deranged the distribution of 
wealth, concentrating immense unearned 
fortunes in the hands of afew, and condemning 
many to undeserved ruin and poverty, irre- 
spective of industry, merit or capacity. 

All this is illustrated in the well-known pro- 
cesses by which the anthracite coal monopoly, 
and the Standard Oil monopoly have been es- 
tablished. From evidence elicited by judicial 
and legisiative investigations it appears that 
the illegal practices ofa combination of rail- 
roads have made a monopoly of the oil-pro- 
ducing and refining business, and poured 
$100,000 ,000 of profits in the last ten or fifteen 
years into the coffers of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, every dollar of which has been acquired 
in the shape of illicit rebates or from illegal 
manipulation of the oil trade with 
the aid of the railroads. Mr. Hudson’s 
chapter titled ‘‘The History of a Commer- 
cial Crime’’ tells graphically and minutely 
how this was done, and how success was ob- 
tained by bribing legislators to defeat the en- 
actmentof equitable remedies; and by em- 
ploying all the powers of corruption and in- 
timidation and coercion which immense hoards 
of money possess to maintain arbitrary power 
and illegal monopoly. By similar processes 
and by some of the same railroads was created 
the coal monopoly which arbitrarily regulates 
the output and price of Pennsylvanta’s coal 
mines, which now owns 195,000 acres of her 
anthracite lands, and which now taxes the 
public for dividends on a capitalization of 
g500,000,000, four-fifths water. 

Where a single railway can discriminate at 
will, either openly or by secret rates, rebates 
or drawbacks, its managers can obviously 
subject to their will every interest dependent 
on them for transportation; conferring where 
they please prosperity or adversity, and ex- 
ercising over all dependents the power of an 
Oriental despot. But where great pooling 
combinations are organized, itis equally ob- 
vious that the social peril from their power 
and their temptation to abuse it is neither ab- 
gtract nor remote. We have seen them black - 
mail the industries, destroy the commercial 
freedom and subjugate the political purity 
and independence of mighty groups of rich 
and prosperous States. We have seen them 
laugh atthe puny remedies of the common 
law, ignore established decisions of the courts 
and not only nullify statutes but State Oonsti- 
tutions; quelling all resistance with the might 
oftheir usurped powers; building up great 
monopolies uponthe ruins of individual in- 
dustries; filling the land with speculative 
fevers and with the demoralization, corruption 
and unrest that follow the sway of arbitrary 
and irresponsible power overthe industrial 
life ofa people. Pooling is practiced openly 
in nine States whose constitutions forbid it. 
Discriminations are continued notoriously in 
twelve States whose constitutions forbid it. 
In five States where rebates and drawbacks 
are expressly prohibited by law, every rail- 
road manager and agent snaps his fingers at 
the law and is permitted to violate it with im- 
punity. 

It needs no ghost to tell us that we have 
called into being and are fostering the growth 
ofanew power that is fast revolutionizing 
our social and politieal life, undermining pub- 
lic and private morals and the very founda- 
tions of our system of goverment. The temp- 
tations of this power are attracting to its serv- 
foe ali the talentand money of the country; 
producing congestions of capital, dcrange- 
ments, excesses, and volcanic forces hitherto 
unknown among us. Enormous masses of 
capital, swayed by asingle purpose, protected 
by the limited Hability, soulless Impersonality

PANHANDLE. 


A Land of Streams and Springs—Rich Goll 
and Healthful Climate — Copper and Iron 
Ores—A City Three Years Old—The Present 


and the Future. 


Special Correspondence to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 
WicuITa FALLS, Tex., May 7, 1886.—If the 
Garden of Eden had not for centuries been a 
thing of the past, one might almost be led to 
think that it had been found in this section of 
the country. The sun does not shine on & 
finer land anywhere. The ‘‘Panhandle’’ in 
Texas has always been a synomym for all 
that was wild and desperate, and from 
the blood-curdling tales that have 
been flung out by some rampant journalist, 
anxious for a reputation as a sensational 
writer, one not conversant with the true 
facts would suppose that his Satanic majesty 
had established his court here, and that the 
Mikado’s Lord High Executioner’’ was one 


of his chief vassals. But, 
The flowers that bloom in the spring, tra-la, 
Have nothing to do with the case. 
And so it is, that the light of truth shows this 
abode of horrors to be the garden spot of the 


world, where live some of nature’s nobiemen, 
with great, generous hearts that beat in sym- 

athy for the sufferings of any unfortunate, or 
— in exultant bounds at Whatever of good 
fortune that comes to their own chosen 
homes. The devil never turned loose a set 
of more thorough liars than these 
same demagogues, who stabin the back, as it 
were, Texas and its interests, by crying down 
and belittling its people. If these pessimists 
who have cacathes (a rage for scrib- 
bling), would only pause for a moment in their 
literary mad career, they would find that, 
magna est veritas et prevalebit, and their vapor- 
ings have fallen flat, brutem fulmen. 

Wichita County, so named from a tribe of 

NOTED INDIAN WARRIORS 
that once made their home here, was organ- 
ized as a county in 1882. It was during that 
rearthat the se of the Fort Worth & 

enver Railroad first began to attract atten- 
tion to the beauties of this country, that 
hitherto had been known only by afew ad- 
venturous cattlemen who had utilized its bread 
prairies as arange for their immense herds. 
On the north lies the Indian Territory, while 
south lies Archer County, of which we will 
write later. Itcontains an area of 589 square 
miles, and hardly a foot of ground can be 
found that is not susceptible of profitable cul- 
tivation by the farmer. 

The country is agently undulating prairie, 
with few elevations of an prominence 
and some of the richest valley 
lands in Texas. The Big Wichita, Ked 
River, Little Wichita, Beaver Creek and 
Holliday Valleysrange from two to five miles in 
width, and here is to be found land where the 
soil is inexhaustible, as it is eighteen feet 
thick, and, being a dark red color, is counted 
as being the richest and most valuable farm- 
ing land in the country. Prices on these lands 
range from $2 to $6 peracre for unimproved 
and $10 to $15 for improved, accord- 
ing to location and special advantages. 
Your correspondent rode mile after mile 
through the Wichita Valley, and a grander 
farming country we have never seen. This 
valley bears almost the same relation to 
Texas that the famous Blue Grass region 
does to Kentucky. The porn 4 is admirably 
watered by ten rivers and creeks, while alon 
the bluffs of the Red Rtver a large number o 
springs furnish a bountiful and never- 
failing supply of § splendid drinking 
water. Several mineral wells, the 
waters of which contain sulphur and various 
medicinal qualities, have been found in differ- 
ent parts of the county. Such a thing asa 
failure of crops is unknown here, as the rain- 
fall exceeds thatof Middle and Lower Texas, 
and it is an established fact that as you rise in 
latitude toward Kansas and Missouri the rain- 
fall increases.

The elevation above the sea level (about 1,200 
feet) makes it unsurpassed for healthfulness 
to man and beast. he summers, while hot, 
are yet tempered by a constant breeze that 
saves the atmosphere from becoming oppress- 
ive. The winters are what in the orth 
would be called spring or autumn, such a 
thing as a blizzard being unknown. The 
drainage is excellent, and no better evidence 
of the healthfulness of the country can be 
found than the fact that the doctors and 
druggists are always complaining of duil 
times. Whilethisisafine cotton country, it 
is peculiarly adapted to the successful grow- 
ing ot small grains, fruits and vegetables 
Excellent crops of wheat, rye, corn, oats 
barley, sorghum, and potatoes of all kinds 
were raised here last season. The greatest 
yield is in the oat crop, which has given from 
sixty to 115 bushels to the acre.’
